DETAILED ACTION 

Reissue Applications 

1. The original reissue oath/declaration filed with this application is again held to be 
defective (see 37 CFR 1.175 and MPEP § 1414) as it does not set forth a specific error being 
corrected in this reissue application. As pointed out in the last Office action, the subject matter 
of the originally filed claims in related reissue application SN 08/254,202 is now divided among 
that application and four divisional reissue applications, the present application being one of 
them.

4. Upon correction of the defective declaration above, the claims of the present application 
will be allowable.
